Administrative Management is responsible for the distribution of salaries to

In 1953, a- total of 900,000 DM3 was allotted for the budget of the 

Central administration Adlershof., For 1952, funds exceeding one million DTE 

v;ore applied for, but only 950,000 DTE were finally aw roved, 

A project to establish a similar Central Administration for the Academy Institute 
located in Berlin-Buch (the institute for Medicine and Biology, headed by 
Professor '."alter Friedrich, and the Institute for Research on the Physics of 
Bolide, headed by Professor Friedrich Toeglich) was advanced by the former 
Administrative Director of the Academy, Dr, Alfons Llaikowski , but the idea was 
abandoned after Taikowoki was replaced by Walter Freund in the spring of 1953^
